He also noted that the Bureau of the Budget 
has been informed by the House Committee on Post Office and Civil Service 
that the Committee is in no rush to consider the bill and will probably do nothing 
with it until the Spring of 1968 unless strong pressure is exerted by the employee 
unions .
